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One  of  a handful  of  men  who  built  the  REA  and 
its  program  stemming  from  President  Roosevelt's 
executive  order  of  May  11,  1935,  Mr.  Nicholson  had 
been  faithful  in  the  service  of  REA  ever  since,  be- 
ing one  of  the  few  still  with  the  agency  who  knew 
it  from  the  time  of  its  inception. 

As  a pillar  of  strength  he  stood,  strong  for 
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all  whict.  he  deemed  of  gTeale^t  bendfft  to  the 
program  to  which  he  contributed  so  generously  in 
effort  and  ability.  His  i ndcmi  tabl  e spi  ri  t liter- 
ally flowed  into  the  veins  of  REA,  a' st  imul  at  ing 
life-blood  that  helped  the  agency  over  many  rugged 
places  and  rough  spots. 

Pleasant  to  all  with  time  for  the  amenities  of 
daily  living,  even  v/hen  the  gravity  of  matters 
pressed  hardest,  Mr.  Nicholson's  firm  handclasp 
was  felt  by  many  for  the  last  time  at  the  Victory 
and  Farewell  Ball  v/here  his  friendly  interest  was 
much  in  evidence.  For  him  it  was  truly  a "fare- 
v/ell " occasion,  a part  of  the  last  chapter  of  his 
life.  That  the  end  of  the  trail  was  so  near  for 
him  was  undreamed  of  on  that  occasion  as  he  demon- 
strated his  usual  vigorousness  that  evening. 
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But  the  pillar  of  strength  has  toppled.  REA  is 
greatly  impoverished  through  having  lost  one  of 
1 ts  m.ost  valiant  leaders,  Vincent  0.  Nicholson. 

To  the  memory  of  this  man  SPAN  reverently  pays 
homage,  dedicating  to  him  its  masthead  this  week.
